LETTER from the Chief Secretary of Ireland to the Right Honorable 
The Lord Chancellor. 



MY LORD, Dublin Castle, 2 6 January 1831. 

I HAVE received The Lord Lieutenant’s commands to convey to Your 
Lordship His Excellency’s request, that you will at your earliest convenience 
furnish a Return of all Recommendations and Suggestions made by The Com- 
missioners of Judicial Inquiry, regarding the Court of Chancery; whether any, 
and what, Orders have been made in pursuance of such Suggestions or Recom- 
mendations ; and in case no such Orders have been made, the Reasons for which 
such Suggestions have not been adopted ; and signifying further, which of such 
Suggestions are capable of being carried into effect by The Court, and for which 
an Act of the Legislature would be necessary.
